SPEED TRIAL

SOUTHCHURCH could be the 
first area in Essex to trial a 20mph 
traffic calming scheme on roads 
around schools. 

The speed reduction scheme is 
currently being considered by 
Southend Council on roads where 


the speeds are 30mph. 

Councillor Derek Kenyon 
(Independent, Southchurch) is 
backing the scheme. He said: “We 
have pushed for Southchurch as 
Ladram Road is where Bourne’s 
Green School is based, and is conti- 
nously used as a rat-run. 

“Cars hurtle through here - it’s 
ridiculous and very dangerous. 


“If this scheme is successful, it 
will be rolled out across the bor¬ 
ough for the school roads.” 

Head teacher of Bourne Green 
School, Terry Cornelius, told the 
YA he fully backed a speed reduc¬ 
tion scheme. 

He said: “The safety of our chil¬ 
dren is of paramount importance 
and parking around the school, on 


bends in the road, cause it to be haz¬ 
ardous at speeds of 30mph. 

“The introduction of a 20mph 
zone would assist us in safeguard¬ 
ing our children and we would wel¬ 
come an introduction of this speed 
restriction.” 

The scheme will be discussed at 
Southend Council’s next meeting 
on October 22.

“Police will be able to tell you 
what is happening in your area, plus 


receive crime prevention advice off 
the back of area alerts, all from the 
comfort of your own home - no 
meetings to attend.” 

Southend neighbourhood watch 
co-ordinator, Lini Kilpatrick said 
she finds ECM invaluable. 

She said anyone who signs up can 
receive information by email, text or 
voice message. 

The ECM facility can also select 
issues of special interest such as 
scams, internet crime and specify 
which area (ie school, work, and/or 
where you live). 

Ms Kilpatrick said: “ECM users 
will also be able to be kept informed 
of burglaries that have happened in 
their area, backed up with crime 
prevention advice.”

The Phantom of Fobbing 


EDGELAND Starlings roost in 
pylons on Fobbing Marsh 



N OTHING lasts forever. To this 
day, home owners are finding 
and removing tiny bottles of 
urine and hair, hidden in the walls of 
old Fobbing houses hundreds of 
years ago to keep out bad spirits. 

I can’t vouch for the power of 
witchcraft, but admit to feeling it, 
having walked to a phantom water¬ 
way from Pitsea Station, on Tuesday. 

Fobbing Creek was dyked and 
drained after the 1953 great flood 
claimed 58 lives at Canvey. 

The tidal channel once serviced the 
port at the end of what is now Mr 
and Mrs Stubbs’ sunken garden, in 
Wharf Road. 

Hiking the seawall, spirits of a nauti¬ 
cal past fill my head. Bullrushes bend 
in the waterless, windy shallows, and 
I imagine Thames Barges floating up 
creek towards St Michael’s Church. 
Like an itch on an amputated leg, the 
trappings of tide, flood the subcon¬ 
scious of the land, helped by the fact 
that this is still salt marsh. 

Male dragonflies - blood-red with 
autumn rage - flick around the sloes 
and hawthorn like tired, old men 
looking for a warm place to rest 
before dying. Yellow ragwort runs 
over the pasture that has grown thick 
in the silt. Brown hares and pheas¬ 
ants zig-zag behind mounds that 
were once home to crabs and bass. 
Walking east from Wharf Road, the 


nearest waterline is a 1.4-mile hike. 
Dumper-trucks bleep from Pitsea 
Tip, reversing on the easterly breeze 
from across Hole Haven Creek. The 
towers of DP World Port and the 
Shell Haven refinery climb to the 
south. A man-made edgeland: 
where wild meets west. 

Strings of pylon carry power north¬ 
east to Hockley, their ugliness paci¬ 
fied by thousands of noisy starlings 
roosting in the steel as the sun falls 
over London. There is the still the 
‘super’ and ‘natural’, about Fobbing 
Creek. More so now perhaps; 
because it’s gone.

PC Alan Conran was recognised for his efforts 
to resuscitate a five-month-old baby who had suf¬ 
fered a cardiac arrest. 

PCSO Allan Barley was commended for his 
commitment, dedication and professionalism 
bringing a man to safety from the River Wid. 

He remained with the man, providing support 


and reassurance until paramedics arrived. 

Detective Chief Inspector Simon Werrett and 
Detective Sergeant Shirley Cole were praised for 
their involvement in a child exploitation investi¬ 
gation that resulted in two men receiving substan¬ 
tial sentences. 

Sgt Arin Andrews, PC Matt Noone and PC 
Alison Baker were commended for their bravery 
dealing with a distressed man with a rifle. The 
man was arrested and no one was hurt. 

Detective Constables Paula Bradley, Jo 
Mangham and Dave Brooks received commenda¬ 
tions for their role in an investigation, which led 
to the conviction of a dangerous sex offender. 

PC Jasmin Keable was off-duty when she gave 
CPR to a woman who had stopped breathing until 
paramedics arrived. Sadly, the woman died. 

Dean Cook was presented with the Fiverpool 
Shipwreck and Humane Society award for his 
part in a rescue off Blackpool. Mr Cook, from 
Canvey, was on the beach when he saw a woman 
struggling in the water. He dived into the sea and 
brought her to safety. Mr Cook learnt of his award 
after an appeal to find him by police. 

Mr Kavanagh said: “Feadership, courage and 
decency is not measured by rank - it’s measured 
by what these remarkable men and women have 
done here today.”

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Peer set to fight 
allegations of 
expenses fraud

LORD HANNINGFIELD will 
be charged with false account¬ 
ing, over allegations he visited 
the House of Lords for short 
periods of time in order to 
claim a daily allowance. 

The former Essex County 
Council leader, 75, has been 
summonsed to appear at 
Westminster Magistrates’ 
Court later this month. 

He will face one charge, 
which alleges he claimed an 
allowance on 11 days in July 
2013 when he should not have 
done. 

The charge states: “Paul 
Edward Winston White, aka 
Lord Hanningfield, on or about 
30th July 2013, in furnishing 
information for the purpose of 
making a daily allowance 
claim dishonestly and with a 
view to gain for himself or 
with intent to cause loss to 
another, produced or made use 
of a document required for an 
accounting purpose, namely a 
daily allowance and/or travel 
expenses claim form used by 
the House of Lords finance 
department to determine 
allowances and expenses due 
to him, which to his knowledge 
was or may have been mislead¬ 
ing, false or deceptive in a 
material particular, in that it 
purported to show that he was 
entitled to be paid a daily 
allowance... when the condi¬ 
tions entitling him to such pay¬ 
ments had not been fulfilled.” 

A CPS spokesman said: “The 
CPS has issued a written 


charge and requisition to Paul 
White, known as Lord 
Hanningfield, with one charge 
of false accounting in relation 
to claims for daily allowance at 
the House of Lords.” 

Lord Hanningfield’s solicitor 
Daniel Godden, of the Hodge, 


Jones and Allen legal practice, 
said: “We will be fighting this 
charge all the way. My client is 
very disappointed that the CPS 
is pursuing any offence in 
respect of his claims for 
expenses. We will fight to have 
our client acquitted.”

F RENCH-Canadian film¬ 
maker Denis Villeneuve 
made an impressive 
English language debut in 
2013 with the nihilistic thriller 
Prisoners.

Sicario, which translates as 
hitman in Spanish, is tautly 
paced and expertly scripted 
by Taylor Sheridan, who side¬ 
steps glib solutions to a com¬ 
plex global epidemic. 

Instead, he skilfully weaves 
together sinewy subplots 
involving morally flawed char¬ 
acters on both sides of the 
Mexican border, building up a 
richly detailed picture of the 
blurred lines between authori¬ 
ties and the traffickers. 

Desperation drips like 
rivulets of sweat from every 
expertly crafted frame and 
Villeneuve heightens our dis¬ 
comfort with thrillingly orches¬ 
trated action set pieces 
including a mesmerising finale 
that exposes sins under the 


cover of darkness using night 
vision and thermal imaging 
cameras. 

At the blackened heart of 
the film is a tour-de-force 
performance from British 
actress Emily Blunt, whose 
steely-nerved heroine might 
have to sacrifice more than 
her idealism in the crucible 
of machismo and political 
double-dealing. 

She plays Kate Macer, part 
of the FBI's Special 
Weapons and Tactics team, 
who are at the forefront of 
the war against drugs on 
American soil. 

Flanked by her partner 
Reggie Wayne (Daniel 
Kaluuya), Kate storms a safe 
house and uncovers dozens 
of rotting corpses. 

Soon after, a government 
agent named Matt Graver 
(Josh Brolin) asks Kate to 
join his top-secret task 
force, which intends to crip¬ 
ple the cartel fronted by 
Rafael (Raoul Trujillo) from 
the top down. 

Haunted by the loss of 
men under her command, 
Kate willingly signs up and 
she heads to El Paso for her 
briefing, where she learns 
that she will be venturing 
onto Mexican soil. 

"What's our objective?" 
asks Kate.

"To dramatically overreact," 
tartly replies Matt. 

A Colombian former pros¬ 
ecutor (Benicio Del Toro) 
with a personal vendetta 
joins the task force. 

Bullets fly and Kate's con¬ 
science is spattered in blood 
as she witnesses first-hand 
shocking brutality in violation 
of the laws she vowed to 
uphold. 

Sicario gradually tightens 
the screws on frayed nerves, 
reaching a crescendo with 
the extraction of an informant 
from Ciudad Juarez. 

"Keep an eye out for the 
state police. They're not 
always the good guys," one 
of the characters tells Kate, 
stoking her paranoia and 
ours. 

Blunt is terrific in a physi¬ 
cally and emotionally 
demanding role, clashing 
with Brolin's cold and prag¬ 
matic leader, who believes 
the means always justify an 
end that is favourable to US 
interests. 

Johann Johannsson's 
atmospheric soundtrack 
pants and growls like a 
caged beast, creating a furi¬ 
ous tempo that Villeneuve 
matches with flourishes of 
directorial brio.

S TEP into a former aircraft 
hanger in Kent and discover 
a fantastic collection of arte¬ 
facts and photos helping to keep 
the history of RAF Manston alive. 

While the deceiving exterior of 
RAF Manston History Museum in 
Ramsgate may have you thinking 
you will be in and out quite quickly, 
its collection is in fact astonishing. 

The museum is, frankly, a Tardis 
containing everything about the 
airfield's history, from its early days 
in the First World War up to its 
time as an international airport 
whisking those first package holi¬ 
daymakers off to sunnier climes. 

Wander along its corridors and 
landings and take in every space 
that has been filled with photos, 
memorabilia and artefacts. 

Gaze, read and soak up the 
information surrounding you and 
you can easily see a couple of 
hours pass by, all for just £2 entry. 

From those who fought in the 
Battle of Britain, to those who 
worked at the airfield, everyone 
associated with RAF Manston is 
remembered at the museum, 
which is a credit to the volunteers 
that run it. But the museum does 
not just look at events that have 
taken place at the airfield, it also 
looks at how the area of Thanet 


was affected by the war, particular¬ 
ly from the air. With mock-up sce¬ 
narios of how residents lived dur¬ 
ing the war, from a kitchen scene 
to the reference to the wartime Pig 
Club that would have supplement¬ 
ed the rationing of meat, it's a 
great place for children to get an 
insight to life at the time. 

During the First World War air¬ 
craft used the open farmland of 
Manston as a site for emergency 
landings, and it was firmly on the 
front line from September 1939 
and the outbreak of the Second 
World War. During the Battle of 
Britain the airfield was heavily 
bombed and littered with unex¬ 
ploded bombs. 

During the Cold War in the 1950s 
Manston was used by the United 
States Air Force as a base for 
fighter and fighter-bomber units 
and became a joint civilian and 
RAF airport from 1960. 

The museum's collection 
includes a DHC Chipmunk, an 
English Electric Lightning, a 
Sepecat Jaguar, a Buccaneer, a 
Wessex search and rescue heli¬ 
copter, and a replica military truck 
used in the film Warhorse. 

While a visit to RAF Manston 


History Museum is well worth the 
drive in itself, just across its car 
park is an added bonus - the 
Spitfire and Hurricane Memorial 
Museum. 

This museum, which is free to 
enter but welcomes donations, 
houses two iconic RAF planes of 
the Second World War. 

Its Supermarine Spitfire MK XVI, 
one of the few surviving Spitfires 


with a wartime record, and a 
Hawker Hurricane IIC, one of only 
two surviving gate-guardians in the 
country having previously stood 
outside RAF Bentley Priory for 
nearly 30 years. Both planes are 
surrounded by artefacts from the 
war, including the possessions, 
uniforms and stories of the airmen 
who fought in them. 

Alongside all this you can relax in 


the Merlin Cafe or on seating out¬ 
side and take in views of Manston 
airfield, looking across towards the 
control tower and its motionless 
radar installations.

Q. Why do 
property 
transactions still 
take so long to 
complete? 

A. Actually, the good 
news is that this year 
average transaction times 
have started to come 
down again from the 
levels they reached during 
the years immediately 
following the property 
crash. 

Nevertheless, it may seem 
odd that in these days of 
the internet, transactions 
are still taking something 
in the region of 8-9 weeks 
to complete - particularly since, once a sale 
has been put in hand, you would have 
thought it would be in everyone’s interests to 
progress things as quickly as possible, while 
all parties are totally focused on the outcome. 
Basically, the longer things take, the greater 
the danger of something going wrong, or 
someone just changing their mind. And 
speaking as an estate agent, there is nothing 
more frustrating than watching while a sale 
that you have worked hard to put together 
just drags on and on - or worst of all, 
collapses altogether. 

And that, I suppose, is the nub of the issue - 
because as a general rule, most of the delays 
afflicting property transactions happen once 
a sale has actually been agreed! 

As usual, it’s a combination of things - 


although they tend to have 
their roots in the aftermath 
of the property crash. So, 
for example, there are 
actually fewer practising 
conveyancers around 
these days. Moreover, 
those conveyancers that 
remain are often so 
concerned about the risk 
of litigation that issues 
which a few years ago 
would have been more or 
less waved through are 
now being gone through 
with the very finest of 
tooth combs. 

The same is true of 
mortgage offers. The 
relative shortage of 
surveyors mean that it can 
now take significantly longer for a lender to 
arrange a valuation. Add to that the extreme 
cautiousness towards lending brought about 
in the wake of the Mortgage Market Review, 
and the net result is that it can now take 
several weeks to get a mortgage offer. 

One more thing. Local Authority searches are 
taking longer due to cut backs with fewer staff 
sturggling with more searches now that the 
market is recovering. These potential delays 
can be short circuited by instructing your 
solicitor to apply well in advance. This may 
mean paying upfront, but a few hundred 
pounds invested early could save many 
thousands more in wasted fees if the 
transaction would otherwise fail or be delayed 
- not to mention the stress and potential 
heartache.

One of the best Suzuki models going

THOSE masters of the small car at Suzuki 
realigned the range and one of the smart 
choices is the Celerio. 

Built in Thailand, the Celerio embodies 
many of the qualities that have seen Suzuki 
sales rise in recent times, including ease of 
driving, an elevated driving position, interior 
space that surpasses expectations and a 
surprisingly good luggage capacity. 

In fact it offers a degree of the qualities of a 
SUV without the usually massive expense 
and size. 

The Celerio is a compact crossover and its 
initial 1.0 three-cylinder petrol engine is now 
joined by a Dualjet version of the same 
engine, which returns a staggering com¬ 
bined economy figure of 78.4mph and a 
very low C02 figure of 84g/km. 

This version costs £8,499 and is very well 
equipped with six airbags and ESP fitted as 
standard safety equipment for both UK 
models. 

Strong residual values of 39 per cent at 
three years/60,000 miles are forecast by 
Glass’s Guide this month. 

On the road this version may not be the 
fastest set of wheels in the garage, but its 
top speed of 96mph and 0-62mph sprint 
should be enough to satisfy the customer 
who has an eye to economy as well as per¬ 
formance. 

And the fact that the fuel gauge does not 


seem to want to move is a major plus point 
too. 

In everyday driving I was getting at least 
69mpg which was impressive to say the 
least. 


It is surprisingly comfortable with an elevat¬ 
ed driving position that takes much stress 
out of long trips. 

Its three-cylinder engine is reasonably silent 
but it does work hard. 


The real beauty of this car is its ease of 
operation in cities where total length of just 
3,600mm and neat turning circle make it a 
doddle to park. 

It is also extremely roomy for a small car 
with best-in-class boot space of 254 litres. 

Even the basic model includes air condi¬ 
tioning, alloy wheels DAB radio, CD tuner 
plus Bluetooth and USB connectivity. 

It competes against cars like the VW Up! 
and Skoda Citigo and how it fares remains 
to be seen. 

It is certainly one of the best models I have 
seen from Suzuki in recent times. 

This is Suzuki’s first big throw at producing 
a modern global city car with wide appeal 
and its neat clean cut lines and balance of 
compact dimension with interior space 
promise a healthy future.

WEST HAM UNITED’S unbeaten 
Barclays Premier League away run 
continued after goals from Carl Jenk- 
inson and Dimitri Payet helped the 
Hammers dramatically claw back a 
two-goal deficit to grab a point. 

Sunderland had endured a torrid 
start to their campaign. The rock-bot¬ 
tom Black Cats had failed to register 
a victory in their opening seven 
league games with manager Dick 
Advocaat seemingly a man under 
pressure. 

In the build-up to the game the 
Dutchman was somewhat coy about 
his immediate future, stating: “What 
will happen on Sunday or a week on 
Sunday or nine months after Sunday, 
then I will tell you the real story, but 
now I’m still here and nothing has 
changed.” 

Less than 24 hours later the club 
announced his departure with imme¬ 
diate effect. 

West Ham arrived in the North East 
eyeing their fourth successive league 
victory on the road. But despite their 
impressive start, boss Slaven Bilic 
was wary of the Hammers struggling 
opponents, saying: “This is a more 
difficult game because now every¬ 
body around us is expecting us to 
win this game. That can put us in a 
difficult situation where we are too 
relaxed, or are not aware enough. If 
that happens, then we are in trouble, 


but if we play like we did in the pre¬ 
vious away games we have a massive 
chance to win.” 

Perhaps with the Black Cats’ cur¬ 
rent plight in mind, a nervousness 
took hold of those in the stands. 

However, after 10 minutes the 
gloom lifted. Darren Fletcher reacted 
the quickest to Yann M’Vila’s low 
centre and swept a left foot drive 
beyond Hammers goalkeeper Adrian 
from 12 yards. Seconds later the 
home side should have doubled their 
advantage when Fabio Borini fired 
into the side netting after finding 
space among the disheveled visitors’ 
rearguard. 

Shaky West Ham were clearly rat¬ 
tled by the home side’s lightning start 
and Sunderland seized on their 
opportunity. Winston Reid was 
caught out by the quick thinking of 
M’Vila and Jeremain Lens profited 
by beating Adrian with an exquisite 
chip to double the lead. 

The Hammers were struggling to 
find any rhythm. Diafra Sakho 
flashed high and wide after Aaron 
Cresswell had delivered. Meanwhile 
West Ham received a huge let-off 
when Borini slotted the wrong side 
of an upright with just Adrian to 
beat. Minutes later, the Italian front¬ 
man went even closer, but again his 
effort drifted the wrong side of the 
woodwork. 

West Ham desperately needed a 
foothold and just before the break it 
arrived through an unlikely source. 

Defender Jenkinson ghosted in at the 
far post to side-foot past Costel Pantil- 


imon after Victor Moses had crafted 
the opening from the left flank. 

The edginess once again had taken 
hold of the home fans. Payet sent a 
dead-ball attempt into the grateful 
Pantilimon’s gloves, while Manuel 
Lanzini had the Romanian keeper 
scurrying across his goal as the Ham¬ 
mers started the second period bright¬ 
ly. The home side’s plight became 
more acute when goalscorer Lens 
received a second yellow card for a 
lunge on Reid. 

West Ham immediately upped the 
tempo, and on the hour mark drew 
level. The usually reliable Pantilimon 
dropped Lanzini’s shot and Payet was 
on hand to fire low into the corner of 
the net. 

The Hammers appeared to be in the 
ascendancy and were now asking the 
sterner questions. Substitute Mauro 
Zarate picked out Sakho, but the 
Senegalese striker could not direct 
his effort goalwards, while Nikica 
Jelavic’s late header was wayward 
after Payet had picked him out. 

After the game, Hammers boss 
Bilic displayed mixed emotions, stat¬ 
ing: “First of all it was a good game 
again, four goals, chances, every¬ 
thing. It was quality from both sides. 

“If you had asked me yesterday if I 
would be happy with the point, with 
the greatest respect to Sunderland, I 
wouldn’t take a point before the 
game. But when you are 2-0 down 
with them having two chances to 
score the third one, you’ve got to be 
happy with the point, and also it is an 
away game. 


“It’s a good run for us. On the other 
hand I can’t be happy with the players. 
I will defend them all day long all my 
life, but we can’t afford to make those 
kind of mistakes or sloppy starts.” 

Bilic continued: “We can talk about 
a great reaction, great determination, 
great spirit, great quality in the sec¬ 
ond half, but it should be from the 
start. These basic things, I’m 
nowhere near being OK with that 
kind of thing.” 

Despite speculation that Advocaat 
was taking charge of his last game, 
the Sunderland chief was in good 
spirits, saying: “The way we played 
today was very positive for every¬ 
body, there was no player who was 
not in the game. We showed the com¬ 
mitment which you need in football. 
It was a joy to watch.” 

West Ham will look to continue their 
good form when they visit Selhurst 
Park to face in-form Crystal Palace on 
Saturday, October 17, lack-off 3pm.
